Tho first Herndon of whom we have authentic record is, 
‘illiam who patented lands in st. Stephen's Parish, New 
tont County, Va. in Feb. 1674. In 1677 he married Cath- 
orine Digses, younsest daughter of Ldward Digges, Govern- 
or of Virginia in 1695. Of their children there is record 
of only one: Edward, who married 1698 Mary Waller. (He 
was born 1678. ) Eavard and Mary had Edward, /illian, 

born 1706 m. 1730, Ann daughter of Lt. Gov. Hugh Drysdale.

Rdword Hemdon, born ---- died 1759 marricd Mary, daugh- 
ter of Joseph Brock, whose lands odjoined and were located 
on tho Brock road, where ovor a century later the battle of 
the \ilderriess was fought. He wis sheriff of Spotsyhwania 
1734, 1708-1741. In 1741 he was styled Junior but in 1843, 
this was dropped which woukd indicate that his father died 
during that poriod. jchilaren named in will. 


Edward Herndon b. 1750, divd 1799, married Colston, the 
daughter of Ch rles and tebocea (Travers) Col « Vostry- 
man ot St/ George's Parish in 1768, momber of the Committee 
of Safety for »potsylvanic in 1793, owned 36 slaves in 1789, 
was @eputy sheriff of the county. and rececived bounty land 
for three years sorvice in the Revolutton.

om dear Mrs. Chapman; 

Your letter of December 3rd is recdived, stating that you are looking for 
an Eleanor or Nelly Herndon, whom family records claim married John Welch of Freder- 
icksburg, who first appears in the feed books in 1773 and who deeddland to their son 
William in 1791. You request to be advised whether she could have been the daughter 
of Edward Herndon who married Mary Colston and died in 1799, 


A little over a year ago I received a similar request from Mr. John T. Gool- 
rick of Fredericksburg. Although he did not state for whom he was making the inquiry 
from ea aPeste of your request it appears to mo that he must have been making it 
for you or if not some member of your family? Following is the reply which [I made to 
him and to which I sannot add anything at this tim, 


Inaanuch as I do not recall ever having seen the name of Welch in connection 
with any branch of our family I asked Dr. Join G. Herndon, Jr., who is working with me 
on & Herndpn Genealogy, which we hope to publish within the next few years, or as soon 
as we cmmplete it, and he doses not recall ewr having seen the name, Then I looked 
over some of my notes to see if I could lacate the said Eleanor Lewis Herndon, 


The nams Lewis might indicate that she was descended from a Lewis who had 
intermarried with the Herndon family, but the only one I found was Elizabeth Maury who 
married first Jamas Lewis of "Portlend* as his second wife, his first wife being Sarah 
Herndon, daughter of Joseph Herndon, Mrs, Elizabeth Maury Lewis married for her seo~ 
ond husband Edward Herndon of "Laurel"Hill*, but Eleanor Lewis Herndon does not fit 
in in this line, 


Edward Herndon (born 1730); died 1799) married Mary Colston and had three 
daughters: Lucy, Hannah and a third who/name IT do not have who married a James Lewis, 
Fleanor Lewls Herndon may possibly be their daughter. I cannot say positively that 
she is or is not, or whether she is the daughter of the John mentioned in the follow- 


ing paragraph, 


John Herndon, who died in 1783, married Mary ---, In his will he megtions 
his friend James Lewis (who may have been his son-in-law), and only three of his chil- 
dren: Joseph, Sarah and John, He may have had other children and Eleanor Lewis Hern- 
don may be his daughter ar granddaughter. As we have record of three other of his 

e ehildren: Mary, Thomas and Elizabeth, living in Kentucky, I do not think she belongs 
to this line, 


In conclusion I think she would mora properly belong to the Edward Herndon- 
Mary Colston Line. 


If you have any further information other than as stated in your letter we 
would be most grateful if you will let us have it.
